He argues that the combination of the above references do not render the instant invention obvious because none of 
the reference teaches conjugation of Gal alpha(1 ,3) Gal beta, which resulted in the following discussions: 

- Upon further reconsideration of the prior art, Examiners agree that there is no teaching or suggestion of conjugation 
of Gal alpha(1 ,3) Gal beta in the cited reference and thus the 103 rejection shall be withdrawn; 

- However, upon further review, the instant claims 46-60 are vague and indefinite. Applicant was advised that claims 
46-60 would be deemed allowable if the claim language is amended according to the following proposed language: 

46. An isolated glycoconjugate peptide comprising an HIV gp120-binding fragment of CD4 synthetically conjugated 
to Gal alpha(1,3) Gal beta. 

- Upon Examiners' mention of allowability of the product claims 46-60, Mr. Furman further requested the rejoinder of 
method claims 61-70. In response, Examiners advised that the method claims will not be rejoined in a response to an 
after-final amendment because the claims contain subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a 
way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or 
use the invention. Therefore, method claims 61-70 are not allowable and would not be considered since the 
prosecution status of this Application is after-final.
